and the District Attorney’s office. 
A decision is expected from the 
District Attorney’s office whether 
or not to take the case to the County 
Grand Jury. 
Regan was silent concerning the 
charges 
on

attorney. 
The name of Assem bly Speaker 
Robert Moretti was brought into the 
case during the investigation, it was 
disclosed. Moretti, it was disclosed,

District Supervisor Jam es Slater by 
telephone that Regan wished to 
"speak to him. Slater stated that he 
went to Regan’s home and spent 
approximately two hours with the 
former entertainer but that he was 
not specifically offered favors in 
return for votes but that he was 
certain 
how 
Regan 
felt 
about 
certa in 
m a tters 
b efore 
the 
supervisors. 
Regan assertedly attem pted to 
buy the vote of Supervisor Frost in 
the rezoning m atter of Tyrolean 
Village which is on the agenda of the 
Board 
of 
Supervisors 
Monday. 
Board of 
Supervisors’ Chairman 
Francis Beattie stated last night 
that he was not certain yet what 


disposition will be made of the* 
m atter Monday. 
Said Halimi, a key official with 
Tyrolean 
V illage, 
released 
a 
statem ent last night requesting that 
the Board of Supervisors delay any 
action on his developm ent until the 
investigation 
of 
the 
allegeded 
bribery is com plete. 
Beattie stated that such requests 
are usually honored by the board. 
Palm er allegedly was paid $1,000 
by Regan as a down payment on the 
upcoming vote. Another $5,000 was 
allegedly promised if Frost voted 
yes in favor of the development 
Monday. In addition, Palm er was 
allegedly offered more than $75,000 
in job contracts as a public relations 
consultant by Regan. 
Palm er said he and Frost find 
them selves 
“disturbed” 
because 
they were approached with bribes. 
“ It was something of a blow to our 
ego for som eone to think we could be 
bribed,” he stated.

Watergate defendants 
may all plead guilty

Watrgate bugging trial was recessed 
F riday for the weekend amid strong 
in d ic a tio n s 
th a t 
fou r 
o th e r 
defendants were seeking to join 
former White House aide E. Howard 
Hunt Jr. in pleading guilty. 
U.S. D istrict Judge John J. Sirica 
ordered ail lawyers and defendants 
in the case to remain publicly silent. 
But after a two-hour closed ession 
in the judge’s cham bers, Henry B. 
Rothblatt, attorney for the four, 
said: 
“The 
conflict 
has 
been 
resolved.” 
Rothblatt did not elaborate out of 
fear that “ it might arouse Judge 
Sirica.” But when asked whether he 
would still be a defense attorney in 
the case next week, he replied that 
“ there is a possibility I may not.” 
If Rothblatt IS dropped when the . 
trial resum es Monday morning, his 
clients, Bernard L. Barker, Frank 
A. Sturgis, Eugenio Martinez and 
Virgilio Gonzales of Miami, would 
be free to offer a guilty plea on 
seven

o f 
co n sp ir a c y ,' 
burglary 
and 
wiretapping 
and 
were arrested inside D ém ocratie

None of the defendants would talk,

What is morality? 


The Swedes are puzzled 
that 
Mr 
Nixon 
has 
suspended the conventional 
exchange of ambassadors 
between the two countries. 
All the Prime Minister of 
Sweden did was link the 
American bombing of North 
Vietnam 
with 
Nazi 
massacres in World War 
Two 
and 
describe 
the 
bombing as a “ form of 
torture“ 
reminiscent 
of 
atrocities 
committed 
at 
Katyn, 
Lidice, 
and 
Trebiinka. 
One would think that the 
problem 
is 
exclusively 
Swedish, i.e. that in Mr. 
Olof Palme they have a 
Prime 
Minister, 
presumably very gifted in 
other 
matters, 
who 
is 
however 
incapable 
of 
orderly thought when it 
comes to Vietnam. After 
all, the obsession has been 
with him for a very long 
while. It was five years ago 
that he marched side by side 
with North Vietnamese in 
the demonstration against 
— well, southern resistence 
to 
North 
Vietnamese 
demands, 
is 
the only 
historically objective way 
of putting it. 
But it isn't a Scandinavian 
disease. 
Perhaps Mr. 
Palme, 
whose 
country 
permitted Naxi troops to 
march 
back 
and 
forth 
between 
Finland and 
Norway, is psychologically 
ill at ease with the historical 
fact that Americans fought 
to save Europe while the 
Swedes 
practised 
nude 
bathing, or whatever. But 
that 
is 
a 
narrow 
observation, 
because 
it 
hardly 
disposes 
of 
Mr. 
P a lm e ’s 
American 
counterparts, who have no 
inferiority complex about 
the Second World War. 
Consider 
Mr. 
Wilfred 
Sheed, 
a 
learned and 
morally acute, if not acutely 
moral, novelist and critic, a 
man of exquisite gift for 
distinction. He wrote last 
Sunday: “ To some of us, 
this war is the greatest sin 
we ever expect to find 
ourselves involved in, and 
our private spiritual lives 
are comparatively trivial 
next to the task of stopping 
it.” 
I 
would 
not 
have 
believed such a sentence 
could have been uttered at 
the LBJ Unbirthday party in 
Chicago in 1968 by Paul 
Krassner. But there it is. I 
had 
not 
known 
what 
escalation 
meant 
until 
discovering from Mr. Sheed 
that there are forces in the 
world, let alone forces Mr. 
Nixon has been loosing, 
which 
are 
capable 
of 
reducing private spiritual 
life to triviality. 
What do these people see 
and read and whom do they 
mix with? Miss Pauline 
Kael, the movie critic, may 
have given us the clue to the 
polarization about which we 
have heard so much. At a 
meeting 
of the 
Modern 
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Language 
Association 
during Christmas Miss Kael 
offered this introspection: 
“ I live in a rather special 
world. I know only one 
person who voted for Nixon. 
Where they (i.e. the Nixon 
supporters) 
are 
I 
don’t 
know. They’re outside my 
ken. But sometimes when 
I’m in the theater I can feel 
them.” 
Such a presence as Miss 
Kael 
occasionally 
feels, 
sitting anonymously in a 
theater with her, wrote a 
letter last week to the New 
York Times. It says, really, 
all there is to say. 
“ I do not want to argue 
about the political wisdom 
of our active participation 
in 
the 
tragic 
Indochina 
conflict, 
about 
the 
correctness of the domino 
theory or the skill of our 
military operations. But one 
major /issue 
is 
simply 
begging for scrutiny and 
clarification. It is the moral 
aspect of this particular 
war. 
“ Let us suppose for a 
moment that East Germany 
has invaded the Federal 
Republic, with a formidable 
array of the most modern 
Soviet arms, under the guise 
of helping local Communists 
and with the avowed aim of 
overthrowing the existing 
regime. Villages would be 
burned, provincial capitals 
reduced to shambles by 
devastating artillery fire, 
servants of the Government 
summarily executed and 
relatives of West German 
soldiers killed. 
“ Moreover, 
parts 
of 
Switzerland and Denmark 
would be occupied to better 
infiltrate the war zone. On 
top of it all, they would 
pretend that there are no 
East German troops in the 
West. 
“ Armed support of West 
Germany 
in 
such 
circumstances 
could 
be 
found 
too 
risky 
and 
strategically 
unadvisable, 
as during the Hungarian and 
Czechoslovak tragedies of 
the last decade. But — 
except for the Communists 
— scarcely one voice would 
be raised to condemn our 
possible 
intervention 
as 
immoral, all loss of life and 
prisoners 
of 
war 
notwithstanding. 
“ Comparisons are never 
perfect. 
U.S. 
stakes 
in 
Europe are much higher 
than in Southeast Asia, and 
so are the risks. Yet, the 
fundamental issue is the 
same: Shall we or shall we 
not come to the help of 
friendly nations invaded by 
totalitarian neighbors? And 
if we do, can our action be 
called immoral? 
“ All wars are brutal and 
inhuman. But 130,000 people 
would not have died during a 
single raid in Dresden if 
Hitler had not invaded and 
devastated half a dozen 
European countries, killing 
millions in the process. Not 
a single bomb would have 
been dropped on Hanoi if 
they had not invaded and 
devastated South Vietnam, 
Laos and Cambodia.”

Ingalls, the first Democrat 
ever to represent Riverside 
in 
the 
Assembly, 
was 
shunted temporarily into

Republican 
caucus 
chairman’s 
office —a 
“ unique” 
embarrassment 
for a freshman Democrat. 
These are just a few of 
frustrating 
and 
often 
humorous experiences of 
the 
15 
neophyte 
Assemblymen—one of the 
largest freshman classes in 
California history. 
Assemblyman Raymond 
Gonzales. 
D-Bakersfield, 
said Wednesday he has 
taken a “ lot of ribbing” 
from fellow lawmakers and 
lobbyists about news stories 
describing his concern over 
the impact of lobbyists on 
the democratic process. 
Gonzales, a mustachioed 
Latin 
American 
studies 
professor 
has 
returned 
unsolicited

donations from lobbyists, 
including $600 in checks to 
“ erase my deficit” from his 
campaign.

nobody’s been by, except to 
merely 
introduce 
themselves,” Ingalls said 
jokingly.

South lost no time misplay- 
ing his hand. He grabbed the 
first heart led; laid down his 
king of diamonds; led his 
second diamond and finessed 
dummy’s jack. 


East popped on his queen 
and returned a heart. South 
struggled along slowly from 
that point on. but when the 
smoke had cleared away he 
had managed to collect only 
seven tricks. No re-entry to 
those good diamonds. 


South had been rather un­ 
lucky. Put the queen of dia­ 
monds over in the West hand 
and he would have made a 
lot of tricks, but South really 
shouldn’t have been looking 
for a lot of tricks. He wanted 
just nine, which was all he 
needed for game and rubber. 


How should he have gone 
after nine?

Allen was saluted national­ 
ly with a risque ditty by the 
Chicago Bears for his con­ 
tribution to their 1963 NFL 
championship as the defen­ 
sive coach. 


There is an extra element 
of suspense in the game 
coming up in the Los An­ 
geles Coliseum on Jan. 14. 
The Dolphins could become 
the first team in more than 
half a century of recorded 
National Football League 
history to go through an en­ 
tire season unbeaten and un­ 
tied .
